The early 
history 
of Rush 
county and Rushv ille presents 
some interesting side lights, as 
we scan the old records. Delv ing 
into those old records, ev en in 
new q uarters, is a dirty job ev en 
with rubber gloves. The dust cov ­ 
ered archiv es of the new court 
house, bear the accum ulated dirt 
and grime of 35 y ears, and where 
not in daily us are seldom dis­ 
turbed. ex cept by -cranks" and 
inq uisitiv e people. 
How m any now remember and 
can point out the first stone laid 
on the foundation of the pres­ 
ent court house. Let us recall life 
in the court house which the 
present one replaced and call up 
some incidents in its useful life. 
It was built in 1846-8, by John 
Elder for $12,000 and was 50x 80 
feet with a cupola in which hung 
a charm ing bell—now lost to 
oosterity —which rang out many 
im portant incidents and ev ents 
cf the past. It rang glad notes 
when the Mex ican war closed 
and notes of alarm when Sum p­ 
ter was fired on, and the m ourn­ 
ful dirge which accompanied the 
funeral cortege of Gen P. A. 
Hackleman to East Hill, and 
sounded its last notes early in 
1896. This old bell should be 


j mounted and place in a museum 
for -keeps" if it could be found. 
The Rushv ille and Rush coun­ 
ty museum may live and hav e its 
being during some future gener­ 
ation, when they build another 
new “court house" and the relics 
of early y ears are rusted and 
rotten, lost or hidden in forgot­ 
ten places, or share the fate of 
the soldiers’ great ex hibit near 
the west entrance of the court 
house. M ay hap as with George 
Rogers Clark, a century from 
now, Congress may hear th at 
Rushv ille and Rush county lost 
a gallant officer of rank in the 
Civil war and v ote his posterity 
in bronze medal. It would be no 
misnomer 
to 
sty le 
Rushv ille 
“Windv ille,” on 
the memorial 
program. 
The old court house had four 
offices on the ground boor with 
a wide corridor running through 
from east to west. On the north 
side was the treasurer’s office 
and adjoining it on the east was 
the auditor’s. South of the cor­ 
ridor was the offico of recorder 
and the clerk’s office. Adjoining 
the clerk’s office on the east was 
a 
“safety v ault,” 
which v ery 
much resembled the "Black hole 
of Calcutta" or the -Dungeon" 
under the walls of Fort Marion 
at St. Augustine. It was positiv e­ 
ly indescribable in construction 
and safety . 
A stair way led upstairs fro m 


the clerk’s office to the library 
and a door opened therefrom in­ 
to the court loom, which was 
about fifty feet sq uare, seated 
with -pews" on the ascending 
scale so th a t the rear spectator 
could see and hear all th a t went 
on before him. 
The “bench” was not far dif­ 
ferent from the present one and 
to the right or northeast com er 
was the jury room, while the 
witness stand and jury box faced 
the bench on the right. For heat 
two large -cannon" stov es stood 
just inside the railing, separat­ 
ing the audience from the law­ 
y er’s tables and a stairw ay led 
from the rear court room wall to 
the corridor below. The sheriff’s 
office was a small room in the 
southwest corner on the second 
floor. 
Forty -eight y ears ago I was 
adm itted to practice law under 
Judge Samuel A. Bonner by a 
committee composed of Claude 
Cambern, George H. Puntenney 
and John Q. Thomas, but did lit­ 
tle activ e work until 1894. The 
Bar of then contrasted strangely 
with th a t of today , by the ab­ 
sence of “boy s." In those day s 
we had I whiskered pandours and 
fierce huzzars" in the person of 
Puntenney , Thomas, Spann, Sex ­ 
ton and others and one, with an 
infant m ustache — Cambern — 
v ery much resembling a certain 
candidate for prosecutor, now. 
It was from the upper part of 
this rear stairway th a t Jesse J. 
Spann up-ended a client, who 
called him a “liar” in an argu­ 
m ent. 
Users of 
**pet nam es” 
could alway s get “action,” by ap- 
plv ing to Spann. It was not v ery 
safe to crowd Ben L. Smith, with 
insulting language, unless w ant­ 
ing action. No better natured 
bunch of professional men could 
be found th an were in charge 
forty or fifty y ears ago and y ou 
could reply on w hat they told 
y ou. 
The clerk’s and auditor’s offic­ 
es were great resorts. All the of­ 
fices were eq uipped with -can­ 
non” stov es and as a m atter of 
economy and safety a box some 
four feet sq uare, filled w ith saw 
dust, constituted the receptacle 
for espectorations from users of 
“blackstrap” and “long green.” 
Those officers were to the loaf­ 
ers of then, w hat the sheriff’s 
office in our present court house 
was to the “Ananias Club." 
The offices of clerk and record­ 
er are the m ost neglected and 
abused now as then. Both are 
the depositaries of all records af­ 
fecting title to property and 
judgm ents affecting the same, 
not to speak of m atrim onial per- 


mits. Those who freq uent those 
offices on business or pleasure 
take too m uch for granted and 
leav e books and papers scattered 
ov er tables and counters as if 
those in office had nothing else 
to do but straighten up their lit­ 
ter. 
The worst of it is th a t the 
worst offenders are those who 
should know better. I hav e seen 
big husky “guy s" leav e a table 
in the recorder’s office heaped 
with records for some delicate 
woman to replace or if put up or 
do so w ithout respect to num er­ 
ical order. The old -safety " v ault 
in the old court house y ou en­ 
tered with a candle to guide y ou 
as we had hot electric light in 
those day s and only dire neces- 
citv prom pted y ou then. 
The present clerk’s office as 
arranged is an abom ination and 
a nuisance. C ut up into rooms, 
which bar light, they furnish a 
place in 
the 
so called 
v ault 
were danger lurks on ev ery side 
—danger of loss of papers or loss 
of life climbing those aerial lad­ 
ders to dizzy heights and taking 
down or putting up box es of pa­ 
pers, well calculated to try the 
best trained muscle. Sam say s it 
looks like a "bootleggers" den— 
dark, dirty and dangerous. Let 
me say in passing th a t most of 
the grime, dirt, and smoke th at 
backens the walls and soils books 
and ceilings, is the result of the 
neglect of our commissioners in 
not placing caps on the rad iat­ 
ors. 
Nex t tim e y ou pass through 
the court house take note of the 
black dirty walls where the radi­ 
ators are uncapped and tl\e clean 
appearance where they are, and 
think this patent defect has been 
in ex istence from the beginning 
—35 y ears ago. We hav e a most 
adm irable court house, as v iewed 
from the ex terior, but the inter­ 
ior looks like the habitation of 
owls and bats and 
th a t too, 
when a little prev ention would 
prev ent it a t little cost. 
W ith the bad arrangem ent of 
offices as noted, the commission­ 
ers nor any one here, had noth­ 
ing to do, but they are change­ 
able with the continuance of 
those conditions. Rooms, where 
records increase, should be com­ 
modious and to adeq uately pro­ 
v ide for the future. The v ault in 
the clerk’s office is too sm all to 
whip a dog in and y et it is sup­ 
posed to contain the court p a­ 
pers of ov er a 10 0 y ears. Papers 
are taken away because there is 
not room enough there to ex am ­ 
ine them and are liable to loss, 
change or destruction. 
“Fault 
finder!" Sure, but if the farm er 
don’t object to defectiv e fences 
we know the stock won’t. 
Not now perhaps is a select 
time to make ex tensiv e improv e­ 
m ents but there is no good econ­ 
omy in perm itting waste. The 
R andolph county court house 
—much smaller than o urs—has 


a museum about the size of our 
-rest room" in which a most de­ 
lightful collection of old relics 
neatly arranged (no cam parison 
of contents is intended) simply 
inam inate relics where the child 
of today is the m an of the fu­ 
ture, he may read these sugges­ 
tions and see them realized by a 
progressiv e people. Nev er again 
will such collection be brought 
together as th a t shown 
here 
during our Centennial. Rome or 
Rushv ille was not built in a day , 
nor will a case of relics, but a 
place should be prov ided and as 
obtained, each piece should be 
placed in its case and soon we 
can hav e a creditable collection. 
Now, as situated, no one wants 
to place a relic where there is no 
certainity of its safety , but a r­ 
range a place of safety and a 
y ear’s time will see a creditable 
collection. No custodian is re­ 
q uired—only a key left with the 
janitor or some one nearby . 
The election will be only 
a 
“reminiscence" with our nex t is­ 
sue and may 
the result give 
promise of better times by the 
election of worthy and capable 
men and women—regardless of 
politics—who will toe the m ark 
and measure up to the great re­ 
sponsibility , election entails. But 
let me warn of the danger of 
each new found fledging "but 
grapple, to thy bosom, as with 
books of steel the friend thou 
h ast prov ed and their adoption 
tried.”
